See 
to it that the oil in the gear-box and hack 
axle is sufficient; for these are parts of 
the mechanism that are very likely to be 
overlooked until damage results. ‘The 
resetting and cleaning of the spark plugs, 
or the replacing of the old set by new

VATICAN CITY, Thersday. 
A complete plan for the reconstruction 
of the Sistine Hall and the Vatican 


still standing after the collapse last De- | 
cember, was submitted by. the Public | 
Works Committee when they were received 

by the Pepe this mornong. 7 | 

After carefully studying the plan the 
Pontiff congratulated the committee, and 
ordered the works to be begun immediately. | 
It is anticipated that the scheme will | 
require a year to complete. ee 

The essential detail of the plan consists 
in the insertion into the masonry of the | 
walls of Bramante’s original building of 
a reinforced concrete skeleton reaching to 
the height of the Sistine Hall, which is on 
the top floor. The skeleton will be of | 
sufficient strength to bear the weight of 
the entire building, thus relieving the 
ancient walls of all stresses. 

The present ground floor, which is some 
forty feet high, is to be divided into two 
parts in order to provide room for the 
Vatican archives. 

The vaulted ceiling of the Sistine Hall 
is to be reconstructed to restore it to its 
original appearance, but with “extremely 
light matemals; and the frescoes, which 
were the work of Vasari’s pupils, are to 
be imitated as precisely as possible under 
the direction of Professor Biagetti, the 
Director of the Vatican Galleries.

The Manchurian Issue. 


A measure of agreement between the 
warring Chinese and Japanese is reported 
from Shanghai. The terms of armistice 
have been accepted by the special com- 
mittee of the League of Nations, which 
was appointed a week ago to keep Geneva 
in touch with the Far Eastern dispute. 
They are, briefly, as follow :— The Chinese 
troops will remain in their present posi- 
tions until a later and fuller pact has 
been arranged. The Japanese forces will 
retire to the stations which they held in 
the International Settlement and its 
neighbourhood befere the attack wpon 
Shanghai. Furthermore, a joint commis- 
sion, embodying neutral members, will 
observe and certify the withdrawals, and 
will keep an eye on general] conditions in 
This commission 
interfere with any details -eí 
the final negotiations, and will abandon 
its passive role only in answer te an 
appeal from either side. . The Question 
now is whether the warring authorities 
are prepared to observe these terms, Ii 
reports can be trusted, there seems to be 
some misconception in Shanghai concern- 
ing their details, The Chinese ‘contend 
that they are granted the right to police 
the evacuated areas; the Japanese can 
read. no such proyision into the arrange- 
ment.

To-day Manchuria is seething 
with revolution, According to the Japanese 
tale, two hundred rebellious Chinese troops 
have been annihilated at Ninguta, and 
judges and public prosecutors who refuse 
to serve under the new Government have 
resigned their offices. Chinese 
sources supplement these tidings. They 
declare that a large force of “ volunteers ”'

“ Mr. Burbidge, a local farmer, came to | 
my assistance, and we dragged the man | 
away. I was burned in attempting to 
extinguish the flames. 

‘Turning round, we saw another man | 
lying in a ditch about ten yards from the 
machine. He was alive, but died later | 
without speaking.’’ | 

A parachute, fully opened, was found | 
along a hedgerow near the man in the 
ditch. | 

Nicholls is stated to be 28 years of age 
and Richardson 26. 

Both were experienced pilots, and had 
been “at the Central Flying School at 
Wittering for seven weeks undergoing a 
course of instruction.

The omission to discuss integrally the 
French scheme for arming the League with 
supernational powers is certainly wise; 
for neither the United States nor Soviet 
Russia are members of, the League, so 
that they could take no,part in the pro- 
ceedings. The discussion of M. Tardieu's 

roposals would, therefore, either be 1n- 
ecisive, or else lead to partial, exclusive 
and wholly unsatisfactory conclusions ; 
and in the meantime the proper business 
of reduction and limitation would be 
neglected, and, whatever the defenders of 
that scheme may say, in its main inten- 
tion it is oppressive, Its purpose is held 
by certain countries to be the permanent 
enforcement of the European conditions 
established by the peace treaties.

St. Patrick touched the shores of Ireland 
in Wicklow, Dublin and Louth, but in 
County Down finally disembarked to sb 
his Christian mission to the Irish. e 
came ashore at a desolate spot along 
‘Strangford Lough. Dogs were set.on him 
and his holy companions, but later the 
man who so rudely received the Apostle of 
Ireland gave the Saint a barn for his first 
church. In his gratitude for the gift of 
this. sabhall St. Patrick bl this 
chieftain, and on all his sept bestowed the 
gift of longevity. The name has remained 
to this day in the form of Saul for a per- 
petual memorial. It is said that the 
waters of the Strangford Lough are lower 
than ’in the time of St. Patrick, so the 
actual place where the Apostle’s feet first 
trod the land is high and dry and pre- 
served from the tidal change. The hill 
Slievewillin overlooks the place, and here 
a High Altar is to be erected as a 


centenary memorial of St. Patrick. On 
occasions Mass will be celebrated 
there. Beside the altar will be 


erected a statue of the saint which will 
be seen over many miles by land and sea. 


FROM ALL QUARTERS. 


The beginning of these things was done 
yesterday with solemn religious cere- 
monial. It was not the occasion of a 
great assembling of clergy. Little more 
than a score attended, the principal of 
these being Dean Crolly, of St. Matthew's, 
Belfast. ‘The only. layman of note was 
Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P. For the rest 
handreds came by train, ‘bus and car 
from Belfast, many came from other towns 
near and distant, as far away even as 
Mayo, but the great majority travelled 
into Saul on foot from the surrounding 
district, the largest number from Down- 
patrick.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 
REPORT published in the 
Washington Post, that Mr. Andrew 
Mellon, the new United States Ambassa- 
der to London, is to open negotiations 
with Britain for the revision of the British 
War debt to the United States, created 
an uproar in political circles to-day before 
it was denied by Senator Reed, the 
spokesman of the Administration, on be- 
half of President Hoover. 

The incident provided a remarkable de- 
monstration of the vehemence of the op- 
ponents of debt concessions. 

“I am authorised to say,” Senator 
Reed declared; “‘ that there is not one 
word of truth in the newspaper article. 
The question has not been discussed with 
Mr. Melion.*’ 


_“ REVISION IMPERATIVE.” 


Senator Glass, who was Secretary to 
the ‘Treasury when some of the War loans 
were granted, retorted :—‘‘ I can see cir- 
cuinstances arising, if they have not al- 
ready arisen, which will make it impera- 
tive in our own interests to revise the debt 
payments. The most practical question 
involyed is whether it will be to our ad- 
vantage to readjust European indebted- 
ness or to insist on our pound of flesh. 

“ Suppose the Europeans tell us plainly 
that they are unable to comply—are 
you going to accept that statement, or 
are you going to war? I am convinced that 
President Hoover sees the circumstances, 
and Í am convinced that Senator Reed 
does not accurately represent the. views of 
the President ” 

Senator Reed added that the denial was 
authorised by President Hoover; and a 
statement of denial was issued later by 
the State Department. 

Mr. Mellon, whose friendliness towards 
Britain has often been the subject. of sus- 
picion in certain quarters, is expected to 
leave for London shortly to take up his 
appcintment.
